S.0.1818 (E).— Whereas certain draft rules to amend the Breeding of and Experiments 
on Animals (Control and Supervision) Rules, 1998 were published, as required by sub- 
sections(l), (lA) and (2) of section 17 of the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Act, 1960 (59 
of 1960), under the notification of the Government of Irxjia in the Ministry of Environment 
and Forests number S.0.42(E) dated 10*^ January, 2006 inviting suggestions from all the 
persons likely to be affected thereby, before the expiry of the pericxj of thirty days from the 
date on which copies of the Gazette containing the said notification are made available to 
the public; 

And whereias the said (Jazette was made available to the public on 10“* January, 2006; 

And whereas the objection$/suggestion received in respect of the said draft rules, have been 
duly considered; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred b/ sub-section (1)> (lA) and (2) of 
Section 17 of the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Act, 1960 (59 of 1960), the Committee for 
the purpose of control and supervision of experiments on animals hereby makes the 
following rules to amend the Breeding of and Experiments cxi Animals (Control & 
Supervision) Rules, 1998, namely:- 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Breeding of and Experiments on Animals 

(Control and Supervision) Amendment Rules, 2006. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the Official 
Gazette.

"(a) The Committee, if it is satisfied with the report of the Men iber-Secretary or 
authorized officer of the (^mmittee (made to it as a result of any inspection 
ot information received or otherwise) that - 


(i) the rules made by it are not being complied with by an jestablishment or 
breeder; or 


(p) a violation of the directions of the Committee has been Committed by any 
cjstablishment or breeder and the Committee's directions to recpfy such violation 
Have not been complied within the period saspecified, I 
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tfie Committee may, by order in writing, suspend or revoke the registration of the 
establiishment or breeder and/or direct closure of the animal house facility for 
such a period as may be specified in the order: 

Provided that no order under this clause shall be made without giving the 
establishment or breeder any opportunity of being heard in the matter: 

Provided further that no order for suspension or revocation of registration, or 
dosurci of animal house facility shall be issued in a case of minor violation. 

Explanation:- for the purposes of this clause, ''minor violation" means an act of 
commission or omission which does not have direct bearing on the health of an 
animal which may not lead to adverse health effect or pain or suffering or death 
of an animal.".
